THE BOYNTON BICYCLE RAILWAY.

Deseription of the First Locomotive, Now
on Its Way to be Tesled

SPEED™ COMBINED WIPH SAFETY.

Howlithe Wenderful Jren Horse fs to be Eept on 8
Single Track

A trial trip is to be made this week on
the Sea Beach Railroad, of the new bicycle
locomotive, which is expected to solve the
problem of rapid and economiecal transit.

Niw Yorg, August 26.—The first Joco-
motive made lor the Boyaton Bieyele Rail-
way Compapy Jleit Portland, Me, on a
truck attacked to s train last Scturdasy,
bound for New York. It will reach this
city some time to-morrow afterncon, and
will be taken at onee to the Sea Beach Rail-
roud, to Gravesend station, where the Bi-
eyele Railroad begins. So far 114 miles of
road have been built. Starting from Graves-
end, on the Sea Beach road, and following
the trocks of theold Xew York aud Brighton
Beach road, it runs to the corner of the
park way aud the Concourse en Coney
Island. Three-fourths of the road ison a
trestle, over swamps, and the remaioder is
on sandy ground, so the new locomotive
will have by mo mesns the best kind of
roadbed om which to operate. The com-
pany will erder a trial trip this week, if
the hig bicyele is uninjured by its journey
from Maine. A large erowd of engineers
and sightseers will witness the first teip, in
response to invitations.

EVEKYBODY WATCHING IT.

This bicycle locomotive has attracted
widesprend atiention, both in this country
sod in FKurope. The fundamental principle
of the lecomotive is that of a common bi-
cyele, running over & single steel mil, and
being pushed by steam power instead of by
muscular foree; but in order to provide
salety and ecomfort in travel, an apper or
guiding six-by-eight-inch wooden rail is
used, held in position by a lateral structure,
firmly secured to the track. So, instead of
# two rail horizontal ftrack, with gange of 4
feer 81 inches, this system wuses a lower
steel rail with & gauge of 15 feet, apd ver-
tically above it & guiding wooden mail,
Between these two rails the locomotive and
cars run, resting upen two-wheeled trucks,
the wheels of which are grooved or double-
flanged. aod have instend of the ordinary
wheel axle, bievle spindles.

GUROOVED BETWEEN RAILS.

Directly sbove each truck, and firmly at-
tached to the roof of the ecar, there are two
12-inch horizontal wheels, placed one oo
each side of the upper rail, with a balt inch
play between wheel and rail, so that it may
be said thut the train is grooved between the
upner and lower railky, and therefore, aided
by mechanicsl contrivances, the train is
expected to mwove smoothly and safely and
never to jump the track.

Tue maximam widih of the vehicles is 48
inches, and the gauge of the ordinary rail-
road track being 4 feet 11 inches from center
1o center of rails, two bicycle trains can run
in opposite dircotions, one over each rail,
and leave 11 inches between them. There-
iore the company claims by simply erecting
the superstracture which holds the upvper
rail, a single track railroad is easily con-
verted into a doable track bicyele railroad
wittout interforing with the running of the
present trains during or after the erection of
the strocture. The expense of erecting this
supersiructure is said to average about $5,000
& mile,

. THE TEST LINE.

The line selected for the experiment is
mainly composed of a 10 curve on 92 feet
ascending grade, followed by a 6 enrve on
an 50 toot descending grade, and a level
tangent 1,200 feet long, ending in a 24
enrve. There is no longer tangent over
which the highest speed of the locomotive
ean be tested, but one will be built if it
;orll;s wel! ou the 1 miles of road aheady

uilt,

Mr. Boynton describes the advantages of
the bicyele locomotive as being: First—
Greater cheapuess in slmost every item of
conetruction; second, o great reduetion in
the first cost and wear ol the rolling stock;
third, a greater proportion ol the live to the
dend load in the same; fourth, a greawr
proportion of the active lo the resisting
forees in the train motion. The company
believes that the locomotive will solve the
problem of rapid transit. One of the offi-
cors said:

REAL RATFID TRANSIT.

It will carry a train from the Battery to
Harlem river in 6 minutes, and 1 expeet to
see this teat accomplished by the time the
Columbus exposition is in progress. When
we tned itin Portland, Ore., il proved to
be a perfect success, and when we get it in
operation, on Coney Island, its possibilities
will be fully shown. And we are not going
to stop there. We are already building an-
other locomotive on an improved plan. It
will be ready for use in a short time. At
Portland, with one quarter steam aud con-
sumption of 50 pounds of conl per hour, the
#ton engine was moved back aod forth, &
raajority of times with the steam shut off,
working by expansion. From 530 to 600
revolutions or turns, equivalent o 150 miles
per hour, are its piston speed and valve ac-
tion.

SAFETY INCLUDED.

It is expeoted to take four cars, each seat-
ing 88 passeagers, 100 miles per hour, if
necessary. The safety st 100 miles per bour
will be greater than the ordinary trains at
20 miles. There is no wedgiug or side strain
or oscillation with the bicycie train, which
is grooved both above and below, and ean-
vot leave its track, and when made of steel,
14 feet deep, it can neither break nor burn,
and, with additionsl safety wheels, wreck-
ing is practically impossible.

The locomotive in course of ereetion
weighs seven tons, has two eyvlinders 7 by
10, with a working pressure of boiler 250
pounds to the square inch, a driver 6 feet in
diameter and makes 600 turns a minute
with 150 pounds of steam, two-thirds press-
ure. Itis designed to take a single car,
weighing seven tous, seating 100 passengers,
90 milea an hour. Mr. Boynton says that
it will consume only $12 worth of coal in &
Jjourney between New York and Boston.

THE SOLD_I_EE’S RIGHT

To Have the Preference in Official
Appointment Defined by

.THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION.

CAUSED AN APPEAL FOR A DECISION.

The Plain Inlemiion of Congress Must be Btrielly
Adbered Ta

The Civil Service Commission has de-
fined the right of veterans to preference in-
official appointment. An Indisnapolis case
called forth the decision.

WasHINGTON, August 26.—The atien-
tion of President Lyman, of the Civil Ser-
vice Commission, was to-day called to a
dispatch from lodianapolis, in which it is
stated that the Pestmasterof Indianspolis
and the local Civil Serviee Board, being un-
sble to agree upon the meaning of the rules
relating to the appointment to office of old
soldiers, the matter was referred to the Civil
Berviee Commission,which in its reply holds
that a soldier is not to be glven preference
unless he was discharged from the service on
account of disability contracted during his
term of enlistment.

Mr. Lyman said: “The question raised by
the Indianapolis Postal Board was simply
to the maximum age limitation for letter
earriers, the rule on the subject being as fol-
lows: ‘No n shall be examined for car-
rier if urder 21 or over 40." In reply the
board was informed that the maximum

LIMITATIONS OF AGE

preferibed by the rule were held by the
commission not to apply to persons entitled
to preference under section 1,714 Revised
Statutes. To all other persons they do ap-
ply. The dispatch to which yon call atien-
tion seems to imply that the commission
has made some new rules that discriminate
against the old soldiers in the matter of
preference. This is, however, not the case;
and in order to make the matter perfectly
clear, let me state to what persons fer-
ence is given, why it is given, and why
given to those persons and not fo others.
On March 3, 1865, Congress passed a joint
resolution in two sections, which subse-
quently became sections 1,754 and 1,755 Re-
vised Statutes, and are as follows:

Section L.704—Persons honorably discharged
from the military or naval service by reason of
disability resulting from wonnds or sickness
Inun.rud,m the line of duty shall be erred
for appointments to civil office, p they

THE PLAIN INTENTION.

The intent of Congress in this legislation
is perfectly evident® namely: First—To

posséss the necessury business capacity;and,
sedond—To recommend ;:wﬂmi gr;ll; :I’t;z
ognition of persons en n in
pursuits, ete., those honorably discharged
from the army and navy by reason of
wounds, discase or the expiration of the
term of enlistment.

Both these provisions are 1n the same aet,

-and as to eivil office thedistinction is clearly

drawn between those who were dis
charged for dizability and those who were
not so disch ; the former being given a
preference and the latter not. In formin
rules ender the civil service law the Civ
Bervice Commission, without apy additional
legislation, would have been bound to take
notice of and give effect to this statute, now
section 1,704, revised Statutes; but Congress
did not leave the commission in any doubt
on the ln:acct. section 7 of the civil service
law containing the following provision:

But nothing herein contained shall be con-
struea to take from those honorably discharred
from the military or naval service, any prefor-
ence conferred by the Une thousand seven bun-
dred and fifty-fourth section of the Revised
HStatutes. 5

THE COMMISSION'S WORKE.

How has the commission treated those
who Congress, this legislation, says
shall be preferred?

It has relieved them from all maximum
age limitations; has fixed the minimum
grade of eligibility at 65, while for all
others it is 70, and bas provided that they
shall be certified to appointing officers be-
fore all others of higher grades. The civil
service rules limit the preference 1o those
to whom Congress gave it. Had the Civil
Berviee Commission and the President form-
ulating roles ‘flm preference to other
classes, it wonld have been an sssumption
of legislative functions clearly not dele-
gated to them, and would have defeated the
p of Congress to give prelerence in
eivil appointments to a eertain limited class
which is unmistakably deseribed,

It has long been painfully evident to the
commission that section 1,754 is very inequi-
table in 1ts operation, and the attention of
Congress and the publie has more than onee
been drawn to the matter! but as long as
that section remains law, the civil service
rules must givepreference to those described
in it, and net to any others in the same way

or sense. Congress alone cas enlarge or
abridge the class to which preference shall
be given. .
